Property-tax issue taxing to some 


Flawed envelopes affect about 250K Orange County property owners

The check is in the mail, but it’s 
coming right back. 

A quarter-million Orange 
County property tax bills went 
out this week with a major flaw — 
the address window is on the 


wrong side of the return envel- 
ope. 

That meant anyone who wrote 
their check and put the bill inside 
would end up sending the envel- 
ope back to their home address. 

“I was actually about to put it in 
the mailbox,” said Orange County 
homeowner David Feder, “when I 


looked at it for a second and 
thought, ‘I’m mailing this back to 
myself’ ” 

Don Crowell of Maitland had 
the same reaction, adding, “They 
sent how many thousands of 
these, and nobody thought to 
check it?” 

The mistake affected about 


250,000 bills, said Eddie Ayala, 
spokesman for Orange County 
Tax Collector Scott Randolph. 

Ayala said printing company 
TC Delivers of Orlando will lose 
its contract with the tax office 
because of the error. 

Ayala said no one at Randolph’s 
office saw the envelopes before
